ance of $337,500 municipal bonds for 
the purchase of the plant of the West 
Side Water Company, $150,000 for the 
construction of an impounding reser- 
voir in the San Fernando Valley to 
conserve the municipal water supply, 
and $60,000 for the purchase of a site 
and erection of a detention hospital. 

These public improvements have all 
received the indorsement of the Boara 
of Health, the Water Department, the 
Council and the Mayor, and as far 2 
can be learned there will be no oppo- 
sition to them at the polls today. 

Two months ago the West Side Wa- 
ter Company gave the city an option 
on its plant at a purchase price of 
$337,500. This included pipes, pumping 
stations and other personal property 
belonging to the Went Side Company, 
together with a tract of land in the 
San Fernando Valley. 

Superintendent Mulholland of the 
City Water Department made a per- 
sonal inventory of most of the West 
Side property and reported to the 
water department that at least $500,000 
had been expended on the plant. The 
water department was unanimous in 
its recommendation of the purchase of 
the property for the reason that it 
would give to the city complete con- 
trol of its water supply. The West 
Side Company furnishes water for thar 
section of the city lying west of 
Hoover street. The water comes from 
the city’s basin in the San Fernando 
Valley and by the purchase of the 
plant the city gains undisputed title 
to the source of its water supply. 

No money for the purchase of the 
West Side Water Company's plant witi 
be rdéised by general taxation. The 
consumers of the water, will be charged 
a rate sufficiently high to pay not onty 
the operating expenses of the plant, 
but the interest on the sinking funa 
and to make provision for the retire, 
ment of one-fortieth of the bonds ach 
year. Experts in the water department 
have figured that the rate now 
charged by the West Side Company 
will be sufficient for this and to spare. 
The directors of the West Side Com- 
pany have also agreed to take the mu- 
nicipal bonds in payment for the 
plant. * relleves the city of the 
necessity GQnding a purchaser for 
the bonds. 5 * 

Recommendation for the issuance ot 
bonds in the amount of $150,000 for the 
construction of an impounding reser. 
voir in the Gan Fernando Valley comes 

the Water Commilesion. The 
money for the retirement of these 
bonds will also be taken from the wa- 
ter-revenue fund. The Water Corm- 
missioners assert that the impounding 
reservoir will save enough water each 
season to supply the domestic system 
for at least one month. The reservoir 
will conserve the surface water that 
in seasons past has gone to waste. 

Bonds for the construction of a de- 
tention hospital were included in the 
issue to be voted for at today’s elec- 
tien on the recommendation of the 
Board of Health. The amount, $60,000, 
is said to be sufficient to make pro« 
vision for the purchase ot a suitable 
site in some seciuded = and te con- 
struct a hospital building. This hos- 
pital will take the place of the hotel 
men's hospital and of a number of 
similar institutions that are reserved 

the care of patients sus ted of 
being infected with some contagious 
Gisease. There has been no oppo#i- 
tion from any source to the lesuance 
of the detention-hospital bonds, which 
will be the only ones for which pro- 
vision for payment will be made by 
general taxation. |

An argument of that kind, if ad- 
mitted to be convincing, would 
the death knell of industrial develop- 
ment throughout the United States. 
Because a California corporation is, in 
the judgment of a Californian, extra- 
ordinarily successful, that Californian 
would summon the United States gov- 
ernment to stretch out the strong arm 
of Federal authority and deprive the 
corporation of its unquestionable legal 
rights. If the equity of such a propo- 
sition is ever admitted in this country. 
we may indeed begin to despair of the 
republic; for if the Federal authority 
can be invoked to strike down the 
California Development Company or to 
deprive it of the means of natural 
growth, who will say that the Fed- 
eral authority may not be similarly m- 
voked to retard the progress and to 
paralyze the prosperity other great 
industrial enterprises in the Western 
States? If the pr ition advanced 
by the gentleman who spoke in oppo- 
sition to the Daniels bill had been ac- 
cepted by the western ple in the 
years that have gone, California would 
today be an “undiscovered country.” 
Investors could never have been per- 
suaded to interest themselves in that 
section of the country; the home-seek- 
er would have shunned it as he would 
have shunned leprosy, and the enor- 
mous wealth of Pacific Coast 
would never have n brought to the 
surface or made to circulate in the 
channels of trade.

Barest Pretense of Executing 
Stock-dealing Orders. 


The City Counct! will not license 
bucket-shop gambling. Five members 
of that body have pledged themselves 
to the passage of an ordinance pro- 
hibiting that form of marginal deal- 
ing. Assistant City Attorney Goudge 
is drafting such a measure. 

The new ordinance will make it a 
misdemeanor to own or operate a 
bucket shop and such places will de 
classed with poolrooms, poker joints 
and lotteries. 

Members of the Finance Committee 
who a week ago directed the City At- 
torney to draw an ordinance fixing a 
monthly lcense tax of $25 on the 
shady concerns are now advocating 
prohibitive legislation. 

There was some doubt in the minds 
of the Counctimen for a while as to 
whether that form of gambling could 
be prohibited. But Assistant City At- 
torney Goudge last night dispelied this 
with the assertion that he had looked 
up the law in regard to false stock and 
grain sales at the request of members 
of the Council, and that in his opin- 
fon such sales constituted a misde- 
meanor punishable by law. 

WHAT ATTORNEY SAYS. 

“These so-called bucket shops con- 
duct whet seems to be a form of wager 
similar to that of poolrooms,” said the 
* City Assistant City Attorney. “From 
‘the reports that have been brought to 
thie office, 1 judge that neither grain 
nor stocks are actually bought or sold. 
The eastern market reports are re- 
ceived by wire just as reports of horse 
races came to the poolrooms. The cus- 
tomers wager their money on these 
fluctuations. Actua! delivery is not 
contemplated by either party. That re- 
@uces the transaction to a simple wa- 
ger and it can be prohibited by ordi- 

Mack 4 Fitzgerald. the poolroom 
magnates, have operated a bucket 
shop in Los Angeles for years. The 
business proved so profitable that 
branches were established in a num- 
ber of near-by towns. In their local 
concern, which was operated under the 
misnomer of “The Southern California 

Grain and Stock Exchange,” as many 
as 160,000 shares of stock have been 
bought and sold in a single day. The 
@tatement has frequently been made 
that this bucket shop has caused more 
Gefaication and embezsiements in Los 

ng. 

SKINNED BY “HOUSE RULE.” 

In order to cut down a customer's 
profit this shop has adopted a “house 
rule which seems to brand the trans- 
actions as gambling, At the time of 
the Northern Pacific squeeze in Wall 
street two years ago some of the cus- 

tomers of the local shop held their 
tickets for as much as thirty points 
profit. This looked to the manage- 
ment to be an unwarranted gain, and 
the “house rule“ was at once put in 
force that not more than twenty points 
profit would be paid on any ticket.

This so-called exchange operated by 
Black 4 Fitzgerald is only one of a 
dosen similar institutions now running 
in Los Angeles. It closed four months 
ago on a rising market and the report 
was circulated that a Kentucky —— 
er had won a great sum from the 
house.

County Surveyor Joseph Smtifi to make 
an experiment to determine whether 
the “septic” process of disposing of 
sewage would work in the absence of 
fresh water, or where only sea water 
was available. Mr. Smith began prac- 
tical tests about six weeks ago, which 
have resulted satisfactorily. 

In this system the sewage is acted 


upon by two distinct families of bac- 


teria known respectively as “ana- 


crobic” and “acrobic” mi n- 
iseme. The former are capable of ex-
